TEXAS MAN SAYS HE 
CAN MAKE IT KAIN 


San Antonio, Tex., June 23.—J. M 
Matthews of this city declares he has 
solved the problem of artificial rain­ 
making and has invented a machine 
for the purpose, which he calls the 
“rainolette." 
Matthews 
has 
work ‘d 
upon 
the 
problem 
if making rain 
clouds artificially for 35 years, and 
is quite sure that he has the mat­ 
ter in hand now and can precipitate 
a shower with his machine at an* 
place desired. Some years ago. Mat­ 
thews built one of his machines in 
a cru d e, way in this city and while 
he did nor bring on 
a 
deluge 
or 
cause a perceptible rise in the sur­ 
face water levels, he was emin ntly 
satisfied with the results. 
This machine is intended to drive 
an air current upward with a ve­ 
locity of SO miles an hour. By this 
process the lower or warmer strata 
of the atmosphere were mixed in 
such a manner that the moisture af 
the warm air is condensed 
by 
the 
cold upper strata. Mr. Matthews is 
confident that by the operation of his 
machine a rain cloud was formed 
which was seen by a number of peo­ 
ple. In the recent circular giving de­ 
tails of this experiment, he gives 
the names of a number of people who 
say the rain fell in their vicinities 
while 
he 
was 
making his experi­ 
ment. 
Matthews starts the current from 
the earth and forces it up so rapid­ 
ly through a high stack that the con­ 
densation takes place and rain clouds 
form. He maintains that with proper 
power he can produce a rain in any 
locality with his machine, in ten to 
twenty hours at a trifling expense for 
fuel and operations.
